For the fourth cauſe 3 miftaken 
zeal hath cauſed many. Preachers to 
intermeddle too bufily. in their fo- 
leman diſcourſes to the people with 
controverſies not only Theological 
but Political too, with more reſpect - 
to' the intereſt of their party than | 
that of Religion and the Kingdom - 
of Jeſus. Thus contention grew, and 
faction thrived, and charity firſt left 
our -Pulpits and then our. hearts : 
and while men were taken up with 
the confideration of myſteries, they 
negleCted plain. neceſlary duties, 
and fell into the ſink of all ſin and- - 
impiety 3 like the Mileſian Philoſo- 
pher, that with'fo much intention 
lift up his eyes to behold the ſtars, 
and conſider their aſpefts, that neg- 
lecting 
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leQingthe care of the way he walk- 
ed in, he fell into alake, where he 
ended his life and ſpeculation too. 
And this evil prevailed the more, 
becauſe, 

In the fifth place,there hath been 
a want of ſufficicnt maintenance in 
many places of the Land for the 
ſupport of faithful and able Mini- 
ſters. Such fromtheir Pulpits might 
have rebuked this fooliſh fpirit that 
was gone forth, and knew how by 
their 'dofrine and more edifying 
example to preach Obedience and 
prattical Religion, inftead of ſub- 
time notions and uſeleſs my ſteries 
and empty controverfies; and would 
eſteem it more honour, and find 
more comfort in ſubduing one luſt, 
than to have fathom'd all the 
depths of ſuch knowledge. 

By all which it appears, that the 
diſeaſe is dangerous enough to need 
a remedy 3 and that the Reader hath 
many things belide his private con- 

cern- 
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ceraments to make the matter ofhis 
prayers. The way toexempt himſelf 
from the epidemical guilt of theſe 
evils 1s, tocontend againſt them-by 
prayer and practice: & that the right 
uſe of this Book may be of ſome ef- 
ficacy to refiſt the. growth, of. the 
evil,I have thus much reaſon to war= 
rant my belief, becauſe it hath al- 
ready been more than once ſo well 
entertain d abroad. Concerning 
which I will not weary the Reader, 
( who hath already,Iſuſpet,too of- 
ten looked forward to ſee haw far it 
isto the end of this Addreſs)to dil- 

courſe to him. of the Author, or this 
work. His own pen has ſet him. forth 
more,thannow to need either Pane- 
gyrick or teſtimonials. And. the 
uſefulneſs of the work I had rather 
the Reader ſhould underſtand by 
his own experience than. mine.[f he 

be devour, thetitle and deſign will 

invite his eye andpleaſe it too: if 
not, I have no- temptation to. add 

any 
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any more evidences and aggravati- 
on to his cfime of ſcoffing Religion 
and Religious books. - 

If it be thought neceſlary that 
ſomething: may be ſaid to compole 
the Reader's mind concerning 
Forms of. Prayer, becauſe Extempo- 
rary: effuſions are the only accept- 
able ſacrifice, what uſe can there be 
of this-Eflay ? I ſhall only ſay this, 
That the truly pious Reader may 
make uſe of this in his meditations, 
or other devotion, orasa pattern or 
Dire&ory to both. This moreover is 
manifeſt, The Word of God is 
wholly fileat in determining whe- 
ther weſhould uſe Forms of Prayer 
or Extempore 3 and'in other inſtances 
ſuch ſilence 1s taken for an argu- 
ment of indifferency. But however, 
the gift of Prayer conſiſts not in a 
volnbility of tongue, & ready com- 
mand of words, ( that hath ſuperna- 
tural, and this only natural cauſes )
